The textile workers have  pro- 
tested against a recent order ap- 
proved by NRA éurtailing produc- 
ion 25 per cent in the industry.

Conference Tomorrow. 

Efforts to avert the walkout will 
be made tomorrow at a conference, 
arranged after a threat to strike 
was made to Recovery Administra- 
tion officials Tuesday by Thomas 
F. McMahon, president of the Unit- 
ed Textile Workers. The confer- 

ce will be held by representa- 
ves of the textile workers, the 
code authority, NRA Administrator 
Hugh S. Johnson, and Robert Bru- 
ere, chairman of the Cotton Textile 
Industrial Relations Board.

4 PCT, CONVERSION LOAN 
ANNOUNCED BY REICHSBANK 


It Will"Be Exchanged for Obliga- 
tions That Awaited Settlement 
of Reparations Issue. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, May 31.—The Reiche- 
bank announced today a 4 per cent 
domestic conversion loan on “new 
holdings” of the so-called loan 
liquidating debt. 


The ioan to be converted here- 

tofore has been a contingent liabil- 
ity, a moral obligation of the 
Reichsbank dependent on the out- 
come of the reparations issue. The 
original loan was covered by laws 
enacted in 1926 governing Ger- 
many’s internal indebtedness. 
The laws provided that the loan 
bear no interest until the repara- 
tions question was settled. In the 
same manner a definite valuation 
of the loan was made dependent 
on final settlement of the dispute. 
The newly announced plan, which 
gives definite valuations, provides 
that new bonds, with a par of 100 
and issuing price of 95, shall be ex- 
changed for three bonds of the old 
issue with a nominal value of 300 
marks, plus a cash payment of 
25.75 marks by the bond holder.

Ambassador, Dr. Hans Luther, 
would not visit City Hall to receive 
the city’s official welcome from 
Mayor Dickmann, as arranged by 
the Saengerfest committee. 

The Ambassador referred inquir- 
lea about ‘this change in the \pro- 
gram to Reinold Freytag, German 
Consul here. Freytag at first said 
this was‘ because the Ambassador 
“had so many other dispositions of 
his time,” but later explained it 
was due to the publication of the 
folowing statement by Mayor 
Dickmann, in which the Mayor 
commented on protests made by 
various groups here against an of- 
ficial welcome by the city to Dr. 
Luther: 

“I have ‘sufficient confidence in 
the people of St. Louis jo believe 
that Dr. Luther’s visit here will not 
result In making any converts to 
Hitler or Hitlerism,” adding that he 
hoped “Dr. Luther will find here 
such a spirit of tolerance that 
through him we may appeal to the 
German Government to correct the 
injustices which today — all 
right-thinking people.” 

Statement by Freitag. 

Freytag told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: “Dr. Luther came here, not 
for gany political reasons, but to 
hear the German songs and meet 
with business men and industrial 
leaders at the invitation of th® 
Chamber of Commerce. There 
no political reason back of his vi 
When he read the statement of the 
Mayor, which was a very “political 
statement, he decided some polit- 
ical significance might be attribut 
ed to his visit to the Mayor, and 
decided not to go.” 

The arrangement for the visit to 
City Hall had been made by the 
Saengerfest officials, not through 
a formal invitation from the Mayor, 
Freytag explained. It had been 
planned for the Ambassador to view 
a Saengerfest parade from the 
Mayor’s office. Instead, he was 
addressing business men at lunch- 
eon at the Noonday Club, on the 
top floor of the Syndicate Trust 
Building, when the parade passed 
nearby. The luncheon was ar- 
ranged by the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

No explanation of the change in 
plans was made in the telephone 
call from the German Consulate 
to the Mayor’s secretary. 

Dr. Luther, after his arrival -e3- 
terday evening from Washington tu 
attend the Saengerfest, was asked 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter whe'h- 
er he wished to comment upon the 
protests which had been made 
against his visit té St. Louis, it be-

Dr. Luther States His Purpose. 

“I am here,” was the Ambassa- 
dor’s reply, “I am her to do homage 
to those who love the spirit of Ger- 
many and the songs of Germany. 
If people wish to protest, I caunot 
help that.”

WASHINGTON, May  31.—The 
House today passed and sent to the 
Senate the administration silver 
bill, which has for its objective the 
use of silver to comprise one-fourth 


of the monetary backing of the 
United States currency as compared. 
with three-quarters backed by gold. 
The vote was 263 to 77. Early favor- 
able action in the Senate; is ex- 
pected. 

Before the final vote, the House 
defeated, 268 to 70, a motion to send 
the mieasure back to the Ways and 
Means C ittee. The roil call 
count fo ed a similar decision 
by standing vote of 163 to 59. 

Opposition that yesterday resort- 
ed to filibustering tactics in moves 
either to defeat or broaden the 
measure collapsed today when the 
final House vote was taken. 

Chief Provisions of Bill 

Principal provisiens of the silver 
measure are: 

Declares the policy of the United 
States to be to increase the propor 
tion of silver to gold from the pres- 
ent 12 per cent to 25 per cent. 

Directs the Secretary of che 
Treasury to buy at home and 
abroad the.j,314,000,000 ounces nec 
essary to establish the new ratio. 

Silver on hand in the United 
States May 1, 1934, is to be boughr 
for not more than 50 cents an 
ounce. — 

Imposes a 50 per cent tax on the 
profits of silver transactions made 
in the United States after May 15, 
1934. (Estimated to return $25.- 
000,000 to the treasury.) 

Authorizes issuance of silver cer- 
tificates against the metal pur- 
chased, in such denominations and 
amounts as the Secretary deter- 
mines. 

Empowers the President by ex- 
ecutive order to require delivery to 
the mints of all silver if he sees fit. 

Dies Defends Bill. 

Representative Dies (Dem.) of 
Texas, who introduced the bill, de- 
fended it yesterday as designed to 
“give the country a sound curren- 
cy a broader metallic base.” 

Parsons (Dem.) of Illinois told 
Dies the plan would not raise the 
world price of silver, but the Texan 
replied: 

“You are assuming the President 
will not carry out the declaration 
of policy and I am assuming that 
he will.” 

Chairman Doughton of the Ways 
and Means Committee said enact- 
ment of the measure would provide 
an improved monetary system, 
would open world markets, raise 
commodity prices, accelerate busi- 
ness and enable debtors to meet 
their obligations. 

“The enactment of this measure,” 
he said, “will also pave the way for 
‘international co-operation in aid of 
general world recovery, and the 
promotion. of better means of . éx- 
change among the nations of the 
world, and will redound to the 
benefit of. this. country, both in in-

Ambassador’s Address. 

Beginning with a few epigrams 
on the subject of music, such as 
“Music is the language of diplo- 
macy,” Dr. Luther asked his audi- 
ence if he should speak about con- 
ditoins in Germany. There was a 
chorus of “Ja,” and the Ambassa- 
dor began'a recital which became 
a display of oratorical fervor. His 
plump face and his glistening scalp 
reddened as he told of the suf- 
ferings of Germany in the post- 
war years, and charged that the 
Versailles Treaty was the primary 
cause of the world-wide depression. 

In the 15-year period after the 
war and before Hitler’s-rise to 
power, the Ambassador declared, 
there was “no hope” for the youth 
of Germany. Many, young and old, 
died of hunger, he declared. Other 
European nations, in the depreés- 
sion, have at least had their col- 
onies as an outlet, he said, but 
Germany had no such means of 
relief. “Germany, he continued,” 
was politically too weak to keep 
the world from closing its doors 
upon her. By the Versailles 
Treaty, Germany was surrounded 
by a ring of nations armed to the 
teeth. 

“Germany disarmed, but no other 
nation did. The Treaty of Locarno 
(non-aggression pact between Ger- 
many and France) became an 
empty dream. 

“The Treaty of Vienna, after the 
Napoelonic wars, was reasonable 
in its terms, and gave defeated’ 
France a chance to recover. But 
the Versailles Treaty denied to Ger- 
many that equality which is the 
basis of democracy. The treaty- 
makers hoped Germany would de- 
spair and would lie down. They 
were sadly mistaken. But with 26 | 
political. parties, government be- 
came impossible. | 

“It was Adolf Hitler (cries of 
“Heil!") who united the German 
people in. self-reliance. To the 
question, to be or not to be, Hitler’s 
answer was ‘To be!’ 

“It was the only way for Ger- 
many to save herself, in her polit- 
ical as well as her economic life. 
Bear in mind that Germany’s revo- 
lution was a bloodless one. All 
others have had their human sacri- 
fices. It was our only chance. If 
we did not demand our rights, we 
could lie down and die. 

“It Means Peace.” 
“And it means peace, not war. 
Hitler stands by the Locarno treaty.

SLAYER OF OFFICER 


Rhode Island Farm Hand Shot 
‘ When Found in 
Icehouse.

WICKFORD, R. L, May 31.— 
Lieut. Arnold L. Poole of the State 
police was shot to death by Peter 
Freeman, 59 years old, a farmhand 
yesterday. 

Soon afterwards, Freeman, 
known locally as an “egg-eating 
champion,” was killed by gunfire 
of State police reserves who hunt- 
ed him through the farm huildings 
and ‘cornered him in an icehouse. 

Freeman became involved in a 
quarrel with T. Edward Standeven, 
farmer.

Freeman shot him in the head, re- 
loaded the gun and shot him twice 
more while he lay on the ground. 

Meanwhile Standeven ran to the 
farm house and telephoned State 
Police Barracks.

He was 
found in an -icehouse. When police 
approached, Freeman came to th« 
door, carrying the gun. Several 
troopers fired at him with pistols 
and riot guns. He walked back 
into the building. 

Uncertain whether they had hit 
him,, the police adyanced cautious- 
ly. Finally one of them looked in 
the door and saw Freeman lying on 
the floor, fatally wounded. He died 
soon’ afterwards.

Praise for Gov. Pinchot. 
In opening his brief address, 
Roosevelt interpolated a word for 
Gov. Pinchot, whom he described 
as “a man who has so splendidly 
scrved the cause of progressive gov- 
ernment and humanity.” 
Throngs lined the route of the 
presidential party from the station 
to the cemetery. Gov. and Mrs. 
Pinchot rode in the open car with 
the President. 
As he ascended the rostrum, the 
President was greeted by a smil- 
ing, white-haired little woman of 
85, Mrs. M. O. Smith of Hanover, 
Pa., who sang on the platform the 
day Lincoln stood in a November 
wind and dedicated the new ceme- 
tery. She recalled that the rail- 
splitter President complimented her 
and kissed her. :, 
The Twelfth Field Artillery’ of 
Fort Hoyle, Md., fired the presi- 
dentiai salute as the President’s car 
rolled into the cemetery. Thirty- 
six airplanes maneuvered above the 
battlefield. A parade disbanded at: 
the cemetery just as the President's 
car arrived and Roosevélt asked 
that his car be stopped while he 
watched school children scatter 
flowers over the soldiers’ graves. 


ADMINISTRATION INDIAN 
BILL REPORTED TO HOUSE 


Committee Makes Numerous 
Changes in Measure Urged by 
Commissioner Collier. . 
By the Aspociated Press. \ 
WASHINGTON, May 31.—A much 
modified Indian bill was reported 
formally to the House yesterday by 
its Indian Affairs Committee which 
had agreed on several clarifying 
amendments. The legislation was 
asked by President Roosevelt. 
The original Measure urged by 
Indian Commissioner John Collier 
called for giving Indian groups a 
certain amount of self-government 
locally, for setting up Indian courts, 
for preserving Indian lands by abo- 
lition of the allotment system, right 
of inheritance and authorizing the 
Secretary of Interior to exchange 
lands. The new measure provides 
that Indian lands shall not. be 
alienated except under. certain 
strict conditions. which proponents 
of the modification think will little 
affect Indian property, and does 
not disturb the inheritance right of 
the Indjans. It .also permits the 
setting up voluntary “Indian char- 
tered corporations” to promote their 


welfare and the enonomic welfare 
of the tribe. 

The act is not to apply to any 
reservation unless a majority’ of 
the adult Indians approve it in an 
election called by the Secretary of 
Interior. :

\Edward A. Feehan, lawyer and 
former Assictant Circuit Attorney, 
who disappeared June 1, 1927, and 
has not been heard from since, will 
become legally dead tomorrow un- 
der the law providing that any per- 
son who remains absent and un- 
heard of for seven successive years 
shall be presumed to be dead, in 
the absence of proof that he was 
alive. Feehan’s relatives gave up 
the search for him five years ago. 

Feehan, 55-year-old widower, with 
no children, walked out of his of- 
fice in the old Times Building seven 
years ago, telling his law partner, 
Charlies Ryan, that he was going to 
lunch. Employes of ‘the building 
said they saw him in the office 
several nights later, but he has not 
been seen since then.

Dimock recently returned from a 
three-month administrative survey 
of the Panama Canal and the busi- 
ness services dperated by the Gov- 
ernment there, made at the request 
of the War Department. : 
The United States has invested 
almost $600,000,000 in isthmian de- 
velopment, Dimick reported, and 
operates a hundred businesses, 
from ice Gream plants to the rail- 
road across the isthmus. > 
Two Main ons.. 
Operation of the Canal. Zone en- 
terprises he divided into two main 
organizations, the Panama Canal 
and the Panama Railroad Co. The 
former unit reports directly to Con- 
gress, while the latter is a Govern- 
ment-owned corporation, making 
and spending its own. money. 
Dimock said the railroad com- 
pany was the oldest Government- 
owned corporation, and its finan- 
cial history, going back to 1904, “de- 
ffes comparison.” : 
He quoted Dern to the effect that 
“this method (Government-owned 
corporation) of carrying on public 
business is becoming very com- 
mon,” that a study of the railroad 
company “might be helpful to some 
of the newer corporations.” Such 
new. corporations include the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, the Fed-

eral Deposit Insurance Corporation 
and the Reconstruction.

e Panama Railroad Co.,” Di- 


mock reported, “has earned some- 
thing like $8,500,000 for the -Gov- 
ernment between 1904 and.

Owns Phone System, Hotel. 

The company “owns, besides the 
railroad proper, a shipping line, a 
commissary department . for rail- 
road, canal and Government em- 
ployes, docks, the @elephone_ sys- 
tem, real estate and a hotel, as well 
as a host of minor businesses. 

Dimock said the canal itself had 
a sound financial history. It has 
paid 3 per cent a year on a half 
billion-dollar investment. 

For the continued success of the 
canal zone enterprises, he recom- 
mended “the formation of a com- 
prehensive public corporation... 
The Panama Canal Corporation... 
to consolidate the Panama Railroad 
Co. and the Panama Canal.” He 
also advised a reorganization of the 
internal organization under this 
general consolidation. 

In conclusion, Prof. Dimock said: 
“Given the desire, the freedom, the 
organization, the personnel and the 
business, Government operated 
services can be made as efficient 
as any... The public corporation 
appears best designed for the pur 
pose of conducting business serv- 
ices which are owned by the Gov- 


ernment.” 


AUSTRIA TO ABOLISH 
DEMOCRACY I SPORTS 


Control Over Athletics to Be 
Worked Out on Authori- 
tarian Basis. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, May 31.—Although the 
main battle against parliamentary 
government in Austria has ended 
with the extinction and formal 
burial of the Federal Parliament, 
much mopping-up of last vestiges 
or parliamentarism remains to be 


done, notably in the field of sports. 
Athletic activitics in Austria were 
democratically organized and regu- 
lated until the February revolt au- 
tomatically resulted in the outlaw- 
ry of hundreds of athletic clubs and 
associations. Their outlawing was 
inevitable, for athletics had become 
exceedingly popular among the 
workers, and there were work 
football clubs and workers’ sports 
association and the like in prac- 
tically every community. However, 
since most of the workers were So- 
cialists, the outlawing of Socialist 
organizations after the February 
fighting naturally wrecked many a 
football club. Even non-athletic 
recreational organizations such as 
the association of mandolin and 
zither players were abolished by de- 
cree. 

Among the athletic organizations 
of Austria a nation-wide system of 
representation and regulation had 
been built up on a democratic ba- 
sis. Individual clubs elected their 
presidents and delegates to repre- 
sent them in the various associa- 
tions. These nation-wide associa- 
tions in turn elected delegates to 
the Central. Athletic Association 
(Hauptverband fuer Koerpérsport), 
which thus became a sort of nation- 
al athietic parliament. Since the 
Government’s aim is the extermi- 
nation of parliamentarism in all its 
forms, there is no desire to perpet- 
uate the parliamentary form of the 
Hauptverband, - 

ization of athletics on the 
“authoritary” principle has scarce 
ly begun, but the tentative’ pro- 
gram is about as follows: A nation- 
al sports leader (who probably will 
be Vice-Chancellor Prince Starhem- 
berg) will exercise supreme control 
in the matter of athletics. Assist- 
ing him will be an advisory body 
appointed by the leader as a sort 
of athletic directorate capable of 
judging the national value—educa-

FRANCE RAISES IMPORT TAX 
ON FRUIT FROM UNITED STATES 


New Rates Regarded as Blow to 
American: Exporters. 
PARIS, May 31.—The. American 
fruit trade was dealt: a heavy blow 
in France today by a 50 per cent 
increase in the impogt license -tax 
beginning June 1. 
Published in the official Journal, 


the new rates are 60 francs (ap- 
proximately $3.90), for ‘220 pounds 
on table apples and 90 francs (about 
$5.95) for 220 pounds on pears. 

While the Government did not 
restore the prohibition tax of 125 
francs on apples and 175 francs on 
pears, as had been feared, the new 
rates nevertheless will hit the 
American fruit hard, particularly 
during the.highly competitive last 
quarter of the year. French im- 
porters are planning a protest, 
fearing the higher rates will estab- 
lish,a precendent for an increase 
which might wreck trade develop- 
ing as a result of the apple and 
wine exchange agreement between 
the two countries.

Discontinuance by the NRA, pursuant to President Roosevelt’s order, of 
these price-fixing provisions will have the effect of endorsing our position. 

We carried this fight through to a successful conclusion in the face of prose- 
cutions, picketing, accusations and charges, all of which we believe to have 
been unwarranted and some of which we think amounted to persecution., 


CCORDING to recent announcements, we have won our fight for the \ 
elimination: from the dry cleaning code of price fixing, which we con- 
sidered arbitrary and unfair to the public and to ourselves. 


We have favored and supported the wage and hour provisions of the dry 
cleaning code, and have sincerely endeavored to maintain them. The incidents, 
concerning which: certain charges as to hours were made were, in our opinion, 
trivial, arising from emergencies that are very apt to and probably have hap- 
pened in every production plant in this country, subject to peak rushes of 
work. An appeal will be taken in this case, and we are confident that the 
adverse decision will be reversed on appeal. 


We believe the St. Louis public knows that there was no calculated or 
intentional effort on our part to disregard the wage and hour schedules the 
code — Wages paid have never been less, and in many instances 
above the code requirements. The average number of hours per week that 
these employees have worked since the adoption of the code has been less than 
the maximum prescribed by the code. For the month of April this year, 
we employed an average of 30 more workers than for the same month last 
year, an increase ‘of 35%, and: our pay rolls inereased for the same period 
an average of $636.70 per week, or more than 56%. 


We feel that we should also point out that those persons who initiated the 
attempt to pillory us in the public mind were not our employees. Those of 
our employees who worked the brief periods of overtime cited, were well 

paid at overtime rates. They made no objections to us, and in faet were 
benefiting by extra. time to offset many weeks in ‘which there was not 
enough work for them to get in full time, We think it is fair to say that 
the opponents of our ‘cash-and:carry price policy, who were instrumental in 
initiating criticism against us, must have been actuated less by genuine con- 
cern for the welfare of these workers than by a désire to embarfass us in 
our fight against prices that we:believed. unreasonable and unfair.

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State, Much of Oats 
Is Ruined. 


Because of lack of moisture, 
€rops had little or no growth in 
about four-fifths of the State dur- 
ing the last week, Meteorologist 
Nunn said today in the Weather 
Bureau's weekly weather and crop 
bulletin. 

In some spots where good rains 
fell early in May, however, crops 


@re reported as holding on well. 
These spots are mostly in the north- 
western and southeastern sections 
of the State, Nunn said. 

Wheat is headed in almost all 
parts of the State, and rain is need- 
ed at once to insuré good filling of 
the heads. Much wheat is in poor 
to fair condition, with some deteri- 
orating from day to day. Oats are 
mostly poor. A considerable por- 
tion of the crop is a failure, not 
worth cutting,‘in central and north- 
ern_sections. Chinch bugs have done 
much damage in various localities. 
Alfalfa was cut for the first time 
during the past week and the crop 
was mostly short, light, and weedy. 

Corn made very little progress as 
a rule, but in places where moisture 
was sufficient it looked well, with 
some eight inches high. 

Strawberries, potatoes and veg- 
etables suffered decidedly from lack 
af moisture. 

No rain of importance has fallen 
fn Missouri the last two weeks, ex- 
cept in a few small areas. For the 
State as a whole, the rainfall since 
April 1 was 4.40 inches, which is 
only 54 per cent of normal. During 
the last three months it has been 58 
per cent of normal. The east-cen- 
tral section, comprising about one- 
eighth of the State, is considerably 
drier than most other sections. 

Temperatures were decidedly ze- 
low normal on several days last 
week, and frosts occurred in some 
parts of Linn, Benton and St. Louis 
counties on May 25. 


PRUSSIAN, BAVARIAN ENVOYS 
TO HOLY SEE ARE WITHDRAWN 


Catholics Have Charged Concordat 
With Church Is Being Violated 
by German Government. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, May 31.—The Govern- 
ment yesterday ordered the Prus- 
sian and Bavarian envoys to the 
Holy See be withdrawn, leaving 
only the Ambassadors to the Vati- 
can and the Quirinal hereafter to 
represent Germany. 

The announcement came shortly 
after the Essen National Zeitung 
had published a statement that the 
Catholic episcopacy in Germany has 
been' empowered to negotiate di- 
rectly with the Government over 
the cencordat which the Catholics 
‘charge is being violated. 

Archbishop Karl Joseph Schulte 
of Cologne and Bishops Nikolaus 
Bares of Berlin and ‘Wilhelm Bern- 
ing of Osnabrueck have been au- 
thorized to represent the Vatican, 
the paper said, while a committee 
of three, headed by Dr. Rudolph 
Ruttman, church affairs chief of 
the Ministry of the Interior, will act 
for the Government. The discus- 
sions. involve the status of Catholic 
societies which have been dissolved 
or curtailed, in violation, the church 
contends, of the concordat.

The Russia that 
the allies could not conquer, when 
the Soviet gbvernment had barely 
started, Japan could not conquer 
today. Japans high command 
should remember the warming of 
the German military expert that 
“nenetrating Russia is like pene- 
trating a feather bed. The deeper 
you go the more you smother.”

BERLIN, May 31.—Germany cele- 
brated today the eighteenth anni- 
versary of the Battle of the Skag- 
gerak (called the Battle of Jut- 
land by the English) in which the 
German high seas fleet under Ad- 
miral Reinhard Scheer engaged the 
English grand fleet under Admiral 
Sir J. R. Jellicoe, It was the prin- 
cipal maval engagement of the 
World War and the only meeting of 
the two fleets.

vacation in London— as usual, 
browsing around the theaters on 
lookout for dramatic morsels tha 
would gratify the appetite of Amer- 


tion... On his <eturn he proclaimed 
one outstanding piece. . 


“I’ve seen 9 great play,” said Mr. 
Cohan. “Not once, but three times 


—and let me t:ll you that’s a record 
for me. I couldn't tell you why it 
was £ and that’s what makes 
it great in my eyes—because I've 
been playing around the theater all 
my life trying to find out what it is 
that s a good play. They call 
it ‘There's Always Juliet.’ Just a 
little every-day romance with no 
plot you can put your finger on. 
It’s all in the way it’s done—the 
English way of doing it. We don't 
do that kind of a piece so well. It 
got me. Maybe I'd better say it 
was Herbert Marshall's acting that 
got me. We ought to see that play 
over here—and we will—but don’t 
let anybody do it but Herbert Mar- 
shall and his wife, Edna Best, and 
their whole London outfit.” 
I mentioned this og ey of 
ropaganda in favor o glish ac- 
‘aga being allowed to do certain En- 
glish plays over here to Mr. Mar- 
shall himself, not as a compliment, 
but as a point in’ our discussion. 
We had been talking about the 
Dickstein bill, which would raise 
another barrier against the em- 
ployment of foreign casts (aimed 
chiefly at British actors) in any 
plays to be performed on the Amer- 
ican stage. The bill is no doubt 
based on the very laudable desire 
to give increased employment .to 
American actors, who have been 
among the chief sufferers from the 
depression, by excluding foreign 
actors. 
“Miss Best and I sometimes 
thought that the popularity of 
‘There's Always Juliet’ over here 
was largely due to Mr. Cohan’s bal- 
lyhoo,” said Mr. Marshall, usually 
sober to the point of solemnity, as 
he smiled for the only time during 
our interview. “But, referring to 
this Dickstein bill, really I think 
such a law as has been proposed 
rather misses the mark—don’t 
you?” He plunged abruptly into 
the dilemma. 
“One realizes in these difficult 
times that something has to be 
done to protect and take care of a 
nation’s own workers. But I can't 
imagine art in géneral or any spe 
cial group of artists from any for- 
eign country being excluded, even 
on a purely ecomonic basis. True 
art is too restrictive of itself ac- 
tually to become competitive. This 
is peculiarly true in the theater. It 
is no longer a case—going back to 
such a lamentable incident as the 
Astor Place riot of a century ago— 
when a foreign star comes over 
here to compete with a native star 
in the same role. There are no 
longer two ‘Hamlets,’ or perhaps 
even more ‘Othello’ companies play- 
ing all over the place at the same 
time. The theatrical problem today 
in both London and New York is to 
offer variety, something original, 
or at least new. With the enormous 
increase of theaters at the turn of 
the century, we found native drama 
going a bit thin at times. Foreign 
pieces became not only welcome, 
but essential to maintenance and 
growth of theater stature. 
“As a matter of fact, if this fa- 
natical nationalism in the theater 
keeps on, we shall all be going 
round in our little native circles 
until we come a cropper in an inert 
heap in the center of our own gray- 
ity. For several decades now the 
theater has been thriving on alien 
infusions of new blood, and that is 
partly responsible for all we have 
to thank the theater for of late 
years. 

“Frankly, I think the British will 
suffer more from drastic exclusion- 
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HERBERT MARSHALL 


ism than the Americans, On the 
very face of it the American theater 
is thriving from this infusion of 
alien blood within its own borders. 
There is no danger of dry rot disin- 
tegrating the American stage. Your 
artist citizenry lays claim to a score 
of nationalities, while Broadway 
and Hollywood are magnets to the 
world’s best talent, much of which 
joins your flag in citizenship. 

“I have heard it remarked that 
the absence of the English born and 
bred actor from the American stage 
and screen might affect the speech 
of the players, This is sheer non- 
sense. The spoken word common 
on the American stage today is, in 
my opinion, very nearly perfect En- 
glish. By that'I mean that the dia- 
lectics and the so-called accents of 
both America and England have 
been blended and attuned to the ear 
of the cosmopolitan audience. It 
may have borrowed something in 
inflection from England, but it has 
fortunately omitted the absurdities 
of local English, such as the so- 
called Oxford drawl, for example. 
It has been my pride and ambition 
not to need an interpreter even in 
the most remote of your provinces. 
Every time I hear ‘Oxford English’ 
or the ‘clipped’ variety common 
among some English, I feel that it 
calls loudly for some compromise, 
that we might call American En- 
glish, 

“I toured America, you see, in 
‘Grumpy, with Cyril Maude. A 
dear, fine old actor, but he had ac- 
quired an absurdity of speech that 
became a sort of type and trade* 
mark for ‘English!’ It was nwo 
more so than that of Sir Henry Ir- 
ving or of Lawrence D’Orsay. It 
was a combination effect of person- 
ality, mannerism—affectation, pos- 
sibly—on their speech, which not 
only held their audiences, but iden- 
tified them with it. It was too 
ghastly. Even as a youngster on 
the stage I always had @ lurking 
suspicion that it was putting it on 
a bit thick. Much the same if I 


went back home and gave my ‘m- 
pressions’ of John Drew or Eddie 
Cantor. 


66 HEN we played your prov- 
Winces—‘on the road’—with 
‘Grumpy,’ it was most in- 
teresting to see the perfect gravity 
with which they accepted Maude’s 
English, so markedly different from 
their own local speech. But, for all 
that, the differences in accent and 
speech in provincial localities of 
America is not nearly so marked as 
those of rural England. By com- 
parison, I should say of the most 
noticeable differentiation between 
the outlying cities in England and 
in America, that over here yours 
are more standardized. I always 
knew where everything was. going 
to be before I arrived.” 

There was a pause that A Ny op 
portunity for a question which may 
be in many persons’ minds. 

“I may have played my role in 
‘There's Always Juliet’ with great 
relish,” Mr, Marshall replied, “but 
it was not my favorite of all time. 
Jacques in ‘As You Like It’ has 
given me more pleasure than any 
other part I have played. And 
when you ask me what is the most 
difficult role I have played, I must 
disagree slightly on that point, 
I can't honestly admit that one part 
is more difficult than another. Pray 
don’t make me appear priggish in 
saying that. I find them all much 
the same as I face the task for the 
first time. In rehearsal, I can’t im- 
agine any role will ever actually 
take shape. Then through all sorts 
of discouragement, it suddenly 
comes to life. And there you are!” 

Whereupon Mr, Marshall gave a 
sigh of relief, mopped his brow and 
lit a cigarette, on escaping from 
what to him had been an obvious 
ordeal. His mask of solemnity fell 
away and he became himself again, 
though troubled with a disturbing 
fear. “I’ve done nothing for the 


last half hour but talk about my- 
self!”

The classical symptoms of appen- 
dicitis, nausea, pain in the lower 
right portion of the abdomen, pain 
at the pit of the stomach or around 
the navel, and vomiting are fairly 
common in appendicitis in children, 
but the appendix may be inflamed 
and the disease may make aga 
ening progress with most, if no 


all, these symptoms absent. . 
For this reason any child that 
has a persistent casttie upset and 
especially if it has suffered nausea 
and vomiting for a period of from 
24 to 36 hours, should have close 
attention paid to its appendix.
